Pir  tes  v/ho  had  sunk  tho  ship  "Perekop"  by  instructions 
of  the  Japanese  Government. 

*-11  the  time  ’./hen  tho  crew  of  tho  ship  "Perekop" 
was  abroad  the  Japanese  authorities  notwithstanding  the 
captain's  franv.ont  requests  for  help  end  sending  us  ba-ck 
to  our  country  had  deliberately  '/opt  the  crew  for  nearly 
t  o  years  under  very  hard  conditions.
